The New :Act. 


The outstanding : feature. of 
the first anriual report ~ on’ the 
working of the Industrial: Assur- 
ance Act, is tHe bright and lucid 
manner in walch it is written. 
That is not to say that It does not 
deal with matters of prsmary im- 
portance to the insurance world: 
but it also renders the questions 


| of the day readily understandable 


to policy holders and investors 
throughout the country. The Act 
pronibits the carrying on of ‘in- 
dustrial assurance business by 
any unregistered body. Hitherto 
there has ~been a number of un- 
registered collecting societies, 
and some of these may still be 
carrying on business, If so, they 
are warned in‘the Report that 
they, and every one of their 
officers are liable to a penalty of 
£50 a duy, and to have all their 
policies treated as’ illegal policies. 
The report states that it was 
found, after inquiries, that one 
society collected subscriptions 
only when it thought its members 
could afford to pay, while another 
only collected in winter, not in 
summer, or in-summer and not in 
winter. Not a single collecting 
society went out of existence in 
consequence of . the Act, except 
those who were put out of exist- 
encé for very good reasons after 
un inspection. The revision of 
the rates of contributions and 
benefits has evidently sometimes 
necessarily been-very drastic, ‘and 
the greatest sympathy is due to 
the older members whose benefits 
have had to be cut down, or con- 
tributions increased after many 
years’ membership. “But,” -the 
Commissioner_adds, “it is obvious 
that having the power to prevent 
it, I could not allow"any society 
to continue taking in new mem- 
bers, in both senses of the expreés- 
sion ‘taking in,” by promising 
them benefits that in all human, 
or ut any rate, actuarial prob- 
ability, they would never be able 
to pay them.” = This task, it is 
sutisfactory to note, has now been 
accomplished; but there remains 
a further heavy task to be per- 
formed when the first valuations 
under the Act have been publish- 
ed, The Commissioner did not 
think it necessary or right to com- 
pel a decent and reasonably pro- 
gressive yovigly to make itself 


completely solvent by one single |, 


operation, but permitted it to 
raise itself to @ reasonable degree 
of solvency and reserving further 
intervention tll the results of the 
present improvement were shown 
in the first vaiuation. The pro- 
ceedings which were instituted 
revealed a curious little nest of 
tompan..es which had once been 
friendly societiex, but for some 
reuson or another had turned 
themselves into companies which 
did the business of life assurance, 
but were not worried by anybody 
to put up a deposit. The Act put 
an end to. this condition of affairs, 
and, says the Commissioner, “as 
soon as any inquiries discovered 
their existence they had to be- 
come friendly societies again in 
order to obtafn postponement of 
their deposits.” ;
